VITAL POINTS J the arrival here Friday afternoon of 

train No. 2, on the Philadelphia, Read- 



in the srcru Ballot Law Involved In a 
Court of Appaala Daclalon. 

Fkankfort, Ky., Jan. The first 

case involving many vital points in the 
secret ballot election laws of this state 
was decided by the court of appeal* 
Friday, and the decisiou contains 
some surprises. The questions were 
raised in the case of Houston, covin 
ty judge, etc., vs. Steele, from Hoyd 
county, and the court, in its opinion, 
says the canvassing board, composed 
of the county judge, sheriff and county 
clerk, must examine and count or re- 
ject all the uncounted and doubtful 
ballots returned by the election offi- 
cers, and must not be governed exclu- 
sively by certificate of the officers in 
counting the votes cast 

The next point decided is that a bal- 
lot marked with a lead pencil instead 
of with ink and stencil is valid and 
must be connted, and further, that 
marks, blurs or blots on the ballot that 
appear to be accidental are not such 
distinguishing marks as will invalidate 
the ballot If the stencil mark should 
lade just outside the square that 
aius the party device, or just out- 
side the little square opposite any one 
candidates name, it does not invalid- 
ate the ballot and it should be counted 
that Is If the mark is near enough to 
the device or square to leave no doubt 
I to the voter's intention.

J THE GARR ISON 

At Sabanilla Surprised and 
Defeated by the Rebels. 



A Hot Fight in Which Many Span, 
lards Ware Killed and Wounded. 



Havana, Jan. 25. —Details of ths at- 
tack by the insurgents upon Babanilla, 
between Matanza* and La Union, on 
Wednesday last, have been received. 
The rebels burned the station and two 
or three houses and looted several 
stores. The garrison was surprised 
and defeated atter a hot fight, losing 
many killed and wounded. Unfortun- 
ately three women were killed by stray 
bullet*. 

Thirty-eight refugees have arrived 
here on the schooner Maria Carmen, 
from Guane, on the south coast They 
report that the insurgents under the 
command of Maceo, Miro, Gil, Tamayo 
and Zayas, have invaded many towns 
in the province of I'inar Del Bio, tak- 
ing horses, arms and supplies. 

Bands under Oliva and Laso are 
operating on the north coast Antonio 
Maceo aDd his force are south of Ha- 
vana. The cruiser Reina Maria Chris- 
tine has bombarded rebel camps near 
the coast 

Three employee of the Western rail- 
road arrived here on Friday. Trains 
on that road having stopped running, 
they were icompelled to walk all the 
way from the province of Pinar Del 
Kio. They aay that stations, bridges, 
Mrs and other railway property ha" 
been destroyed in the vicinity of San 
Cristobal. The tobacco crop has not 
been injured directly, but the rebels 
have destroyed the means by which i 
could be operated. 

Maximo Gomez, the rebel commanilei 
in ohlef, Is still between Guinea and 
Batabano, southeast of Uavana. Three 
columns of troops under command of 
Cols. Llnares.Aldecoa and Galvis sight- 
ed Gomez's camp on Wednesday and 
made an attempt to draw the rebels 
into a fight Gomex, however, decline ! 
battle and withdrew leisurely, but 
still quickly enough to prevent the 
troop* from catching him, had they 
been inclined to make the attempt 

Col. Sanchez reports that the force 
under his command has had a f\g 
that lasted three hours with a ret 
band under Aulet, near Cienfue£< 
He states that the rebels loss was 
killed and 15 wounded. The Spaniards 
lost 11 horses. 



OUT OF MONEY. 

The Iowa State Traaaary In an Almott 
llankrupt Condition. 
DksMoi.nes, la., Jan. 25.— The state 
treasurer of Iowa is likely to be com- 
pelled, for the first time in seven years, 
to refuse to cash warrants presented 
to him. There have been unusual 
drafts on the state revenues in the last 
half year, chiefly on account of the 
code revision, the census and the as- 
semblage of the legislature; and the 
taxes have come In very slowly from 
the counties , owing to hard timea As 
a result the treasury has been In such 
condition that state auditor could have 
swamped it at any time in the last 
three months if the utmost care had 
not been exercised in the issuance of 
warrants. The condition is getting 
worse, cash is very low and prospects 
are before the legislative session is 
over a good many warrants will have 
to be stamped "No funds' 1 when thev 
are presented.
